The movement must expect 
to meet with opposition ; but the 
Western farmer is seeking rfelief from 
an intolerable condition, it is shown.

explanation by a Judge in the Far I 
West:— _ ~ 

Gentlemen, he stated. with admlr-! 
able lucidity, murder is where a man 
is murderously killed. The killer in 
such a case is a murderer. Now, 
murder by poison is just as much mur¬ 
der as murder with a gun. pistol, or 
knife. It is the simple act of-mur¬ 
dering that constitutes murder in the 
eye of the law. Don't let t.he idea 
of murder and manslaughter confound 
you. Murder Is one thiqg; man¬ 
slaughter Is quite another. Conse¬ 
quently, if there has been a murder, 
and It Is not manslaughter, then it 
must be murder. Don't let this point 
escape you. 

Self murder has nothing to do '%'th 
thls.case. According to Blackstone 
and other legal writers, one man can¬ 
not commit felo de se upon another; 
and this Is my opinion.

HORRORS OF CUBAN ASYLUM 

Men and Women Patients in Institu¬ 
tion in State of Squalor 
Havana. — Dreadful conditions 
among the Cuban insane Confined at 
the National Asylum at Mazorra near 
•this city are disclosed In a report pub¬ 
lished In El Mundo. 

Upwards of 2,000 men and women 
from all parts of the Island are kept 
in the institution in a state- of fright¬ 
ful squalor, and hundreds among-them 
are nearly naked, without beds or 
chairs, and provided with insufficient 
food of the poorest quality says the 
report. 

The condition of the women patients 
is declared to be even worse than that 
of the men. 

All classes of Insane people, eveem 
the most violent, are said to be herd¬ 
ed together in foul courts. 

It has long been known that condi¬ 
tions at the hospital were bad. but 
the real state of affairs was unknown. 

At the beginning of the second In¬ 
tervention of Cuba by the United 
States, the place was found in a sim¬ 
ilar condition. 

After reconstruction by General 
Wood, it was aealn reorganized and 
remodelled at great expense by Ool- 
GreMe or .the United States Army, 
and at the close of the period of In¬ 
tervention It was in all respects a 
model Institution. •> 

Immediately thereafter most of the 
costly Improvements were destroyed",' 
says the report, and the whole Insti¬ 
tution was allowed to go to complete

Newly Appointed Body Will Settle

Winnipeg.—The new ranching In¬ 
vestigation commission, instituted by 
the Dominion Government last month, 
to which Geo. S. Pope and Clarence 
F. Graham, of Winnipeg- have been 
appointed commlssionefB, had com¬ 
menced preliminary organization and 
will soon start to put on active work 
of collecting evidence and data. 

The commission has been appoint¬ 
ed for the purpose of dealing with the 
ancient strife between the cattle 
rancher and th'e homesteader, a ques¬ 
tion that has for many yoats been the 
most difficult that the United States 
government has had to deal with In 
the Western States, and which has 
proved almost as gregt a problem In 
Southern Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

The commission is expected to give 
a definite answer to whether grazing 
lands ean continue to he set aside for 
the sole use of the cattle ranchers In 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, to the ex¬ 
clusion of homesteaders and set a de¬ 
finite time for the extension of the 
grazing reserves and of existing graz¬ 
ing leases from the Dominion iand 
department.

On another occasion I went to *e* 
a young buffalo which bad l>een kill? 
ed : tn the same way. Malays who 
have actually seen a tiger killing a 
buffalo told me they saw the same 
thing happen; also that in dragging 
off a heavy carcass, such as buffalo 
or bull, he get< most of the weight 
across his shoulders. 

This must be fairly correct, as I 
have often followed a kill, and the 
marks left indicate that only a por¬ 
tion of the animal was trailing 
along the ground. I have known a 
full grown bull, which ten men could 
riot move, dragged (or two miles by 
a tiger in a heavy jungle, where roots 
of trees and swamp had to be gone 
through. In no case have I seen the 
pug marks facing the wrong way ex¬ 
cept when stopping to feed, which 
proves he must carry a portffin of the 
animal over his shoulder. 

The old idea of a tiger killing large 
game by a blow from his paw is non¬ 
sense. Besides, in India a tiger nev¬ 
er laces his prey, but attacks him on 
the Cank unless charged. Another 
curious fact that may seem like a 
faifv tale is that a tiger does not 
seem to mind a small lamp bging 
tied ovef a kill about ten feet high, 
but will come and feed. I have 
known three occaaions when this has 
been tried, and each time a tiger has 
come to feed upon the carcass.—Lon¬ 
don Field.

Do not understand me to say that 
the Bible teaches a universal salva¬ 
tion of our race to life eternal. No, 
that would be unreasonable. That 
would imply Divine coercion of the 
human will, and such a coercion 
would be contrary to the teachings of 
the Scriptures—that man is created 
in God's image and likeness. An 
essential feature of the Divine like¬ 
ness in man is the freedom of his 
will; his body may be coerced or 
enslaved or what not, but the human 
will is indomitable, like that of his 
Creator. 

It is evidently not the Divine inten¬ 
tion to destroy the human will, but 
to educate it—to allow it to develop 
as a will, along the lines of experi¬ 
ence, so that it may be voluntarily 
submitted to the Divine will because 
of appreciation of the wisdom of all 
the Divine arrangements, regulations, 
laws, etc. The Divine proposition, 
therefore, is that as all mankind 
shared by heredity the sentence of 
death which came upon the first 
man Adam, so the redemption efccom- 
piished by the Second Adam shall be 
eo-extenaive with the fall, ao that all 
Adam's race who will do so may 
return to God and be abundantly 
pardoned and finally restored to all 
that was lost lp Adam and redeemed 
at Calvary. 

And what, you ask. will be the fate 
of those who wilfully,, deliberately, 
persistently, intelligently resist the 
Divine will and refuse the glorious 
opportunity of Restitution?
